On Thursday, December 1, 
a meeting was held in Ottawa 
before the Honourable Lionel 
Chevrier, Minister of Transport. 
The delegation from Windsor 
who. attended ths meeting con- 
sisted of Mayor A. J. Reaume 
Mr. J. E. Campeav, Mr. Harry 
Lassfine, Secretary | Windsor 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. J.

Out of all the investigations 
into such tragic deathss, one fact 
came out w ith stark clarity. No 
trigger haPpy hunter belonged to 
a national shooting organization. 
This is borne out by the Nation- 
al Rifle Association in the U.S 
which claims that in the many 
years for which statistics were 
compiled none of its 200,000 me- 
mbers had accidently shot any- 
one. A senior official of the Ca- 
nadian’ Small Bore <Assoriation 
(now the Canadian Civilian Ass- 
ohiation of Marksmen) maintain 
that for 15 years he has been 
connected with it, not one of this 
group has been responsible for 
an accidental killing. 


This revelation is highly 
significant. It obviously indicates 
that safety rules drilled into one 
on the target range are observed 
in the bush. It gives the answer 
to how accidents with firearms 
can be drasticagsy reduced. That 
answer: join your local shooting.
